The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today defiantly rejected 
a plea by President Eisenhower, 
the third this week, by slashing 
$809,650,000 from the mutual 
security funds 

The belligerent action came 


less than an hour after the 


White House issued a formal 
statement in which the Presi- 
dent said he was “gravely con- 
cerned” over the cuts made in 
the foreign aid authorization 
legislation and by the appro- 
priations subcommittee’s report 
ealling for radical revision 
downward of appropriations for 
specific items. 

The subcommittee announced 
its recommendations last night 
several hours after Mr. Eisen- 
hower had held an extraordi- 
nary Boh conference in the 
late oon to give public 
warning he would call a special 
sessions of Congress if it re- 
fused to vote enough funds for 
the protection of the nation’s 
peace and security 

Leaders Called in. 


On Monday night, President 
Eisenhower invited congression- 
al ers of both parties, in- 
clu the chairmen and rank- 
ing Republican members of the 
Appropriations committees, to 
discuss the need for the full 
‘amount of the authorized funds. 
It was reported after this con- 
ference that he t call a 
special session if he not get 
the funds he thought necessary 
to carry out the programs 

The full Appropriations Com- 
mittee of 50 House members ap- 
proved the work of its. subcom- 
mittee in the face of the pleas, 
including today’s statement that 
the President was gravely con- 
cerned over these cuts. 

The House began debate on 
the appropriations bill-less than 
an hour after the ittee re- 


ported it to the floor. A final | 


vote was expected late in the 
day.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP) | 
—The Senate Armed Services | 
Committee today approved the | 
nomination of Neil H. McElroy | 
to be Secretary of Defense, suc- 
ceeding Charles E. Wilson. 

Chairman Richard B. Russell | 
(Dem.), Georgia, said the vote | 
was unanimous. The nomination | 
now goes to the Senate for ex- 


pected confirmation, probably 
later this week. 

McElroy told reporters after 
the hearing that Wilson planned 
to stay around the Pentagon 
for several weeks to help Mc- 
Elroy learn about his new post. 

He said also in response to 
queries he had been a regular 
contributor to the Republican 
party in recent years, “not large

sand in campaign years.”

Two Passes Abandoned. 

The state commission author- 
ized the firm to abandon its 
regular weekly pass costing 90 
cents, and its express service 
pass costing $1.15. Holders of 
either pass had to pay an ad- 
ditional 10 cents a ride. 

The $1 weekly student pass 
will remain in effect. The com- 
pany did not ask for authority 
to abandon it. 

The City of St. Louis, St. 
Louis county and several coun- 
ty municipalities opposed clim- 
ination of ‘the passes. The city 
had urged the commission to 
delay its ruling until comple-

No Desire to Hike Rates. 

The commission asserted it 
has no desire to authorize any 
company to increase its rates, 
and would not do so unless the 
evidence justified it. 

“Wages and taxes, which 
enter into the question of in- 
creasing fares in this case, are 
wholly beyond the power of 
this commission to control,” the 
decision stated. 

“Under the laws of this state, 
it is the duty of the commission 
to determine rates of fare that 
will yield reasonable compensa- 
tion for the service rendered, to 
give due regard among other 
things to a reasonable return 
upon the value of the property, 
and to the necessity of making 
reservation out_of income for 
surplus and contingency.” 

The continuing decline in the 
number of passengers, the com- 
mission added, “make it appear 
improbable, that the company 
can continue to provide a rea- 
sonable and adequate transit 
service without an increase of 
fares.” 

In its application to the com- 
mission, Public Service Co. said 
that elimination of the weekly 
passes would produce ap addi- 
tional $580,000 a year in fares 
and would save about $125,000 
in operating costs, making total 
annual gain of $705,000 for the 
company.

A new look is to be taken at

budget. 

A great deal ‘of pressure is 
expected in the Pentagon from 
communities that will suffer as 
a result of reductions in de- 
fense spending. They will be 
listened to and considered, but 
little hope is expressed that any 
substantial modifications in 
plans will be made. 

Pentagon officials assert that 
public and congressional feel- 
ing against high wwilitary expen- 
ditures have tied their hands. 
Whether they like these reduc- 
tions or not, officials said, they 
must be made without political 
consideration and in the best 
fashion to gain the most defense 
possible from the decreasing 
dollar and the decreased expen- 
ditures prescribed by the Presi- 
dent and voted by Congress.

Fort Leonard Wood, occupy- 
ing 71,000 acres in the heart of 
the Mark Twain National For- 
est, was activated as an infan- 
try training center in January 
1941 and trained some 300,000 
troops before being closed in 
1946 after the end of World

fighting in Korea started in 
1950. In April 1951 it was 
switched from infantry to en- 
gineer training. 

The Fort was designated the 
United States Army Training 
Center, Engineer, replacing the 
Sixth Armored Division in 1956. 

It was declared a permanerit 
post by the Department of the 
Army in March 1956. Its per- 
manent facility program, to cost 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000, 
then was marked for completion 
in 1974.

CUT IN ARMED FORCES 
TO 2,500,000 INDICATED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (UP) 
—Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson indicated today that the 
American armed forces may be 
cut to 2,500,000 men in the 
next 18 months. That would be 
300,000 fewer than the serv- 
ices now have. 

The retiring Defense Secre- 
tary told a news conference 
that such a goal was his idea 
of a “minimum planning fig- 
ure” for the new budget which 
will be sent to Congress in 
January.

STUDY CENTERS ON ANALYSIS 
OF AIR INSIDE CITRUS FRUITS 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (UP)—Ex- 
ploration of the atmosphere in- 
side citrus fruits is helping 
packers develop lusher oranges 
and lemons for the consumer. 

Dr. Irving Eaks of the Uni- 
versity of California's Citrus 
Experiment Station is studying 
the effects of waxes applied to 
rinds upon gas exchange be- 
tween the inner fruit and the 
surrounding air. The balance of 
carbon dioxide, oxygen, and nit- 


rogen in the fruit’s inner atmos- 
phere must be _ or the 
fruit will develop off - flavors 
and discolor. 

Eaks uses a vacuum to draw 
a gas sample from the fruit.

Meanwhile, the White House 
{is trying to drum up newspaper 
and political support for the 
Administration’s goal of widen- 
ing the bill to include not only 
equal voting rights but stronger 
federal powers to speed Up ra- 
cial integration in the public 
schools. 

Bold Gamble. 

This is generally regarded 
here as a’ bold, and perhaps 
even dangerous, gamble. For 
the Administration is already in 
a position to claim that it was 
responsible for getting through 
the Senate the first civil rights 
bill to pass that body in 82 
years. It has the Democrats con- 
ceding that this is a substantial 
step toward the enfranchisement 
of the Negro, but this claim 
may very well be weakened if, 
in trying to get more, it loses 
what it has already gained. 

For in arguing for a stronger 
bill, Administration leaders are 
now actually arguing that what 
they have now got really does 
not amount to. anything. They 
have a civil rights commission 


with subpena power to look into | 


denials of all civil rights, in- 
cluding school integration prob- 
lems. They have the power to 
put the Attorney General into 
cases involving denials of voting 
rights, and the possibility of 
using federal judges to issue 
injunctions against such inter- 
ference with the right to vote. 
Finally the judges, under this 
law, would be able to try cases, 
some without a jury, stemming 
from any defiance of their in- 
junctions. 

Weakening G.O.P. Claim. 

To argue, as the Administra- 
tion is now doing, that these 
things are virtually meaningless 
is to weaken the Republican 
claim that they have finally suc- 
ceeded in doing something for 
the Negro’s right to vote. Hav- 
ing, as many observers here 
believe, scored a considerable 
victory, entitling them to make 
substantial appeals to the Negro 
to support the Republican party, 
the Republican leaders at the 
Department of Justice, the 
White House, and in the House 
of Representatives are now say- 
ing that they have actually 
achieved very little, if anything. 

It is a peculiar strategy. The 
normal thing in this city is for 
politicians to claim .twice as 
much. as they deserve; -but here 
is @ tase where they are claim- 
ing half as much, ‘and some- 
times not even that. 

Behind this G.O.P. strategy is 


the belief that the Republicans 
will not be any worse off if 
they fight and lose. They are 
convinced that they can always 
get the compromise now being 
offered by the Senate bill, and 
that by continuing to fight for 
more, they will convince the 
"Negroes that it is the G.O.-P. 
that is fighting for their rights 
and the Democratic party that 
is trying to minimize those 
rights. 
Theory Challenged. 

This theory, however, is 
widely challenged in Washing- 
ton. Many legislators fear that, 
if the Administration keeps

Remedies for Rackets - 


Disclosures from the McClellan investigation 
have shocked the ‘nation, and have already led 
to proposals for new legal remedies against 
labor racketeering. 

Legislation is, of course, the final purpose of 
such inquiries. But Senator McClellan ‘of 
Arkansas has urged a patient approach, and he 
is right. His labor rackets investigation is far 
fcom over, and iegislation should be based on 
what the inquiry reveals. 


Senator Goldwater of Arizona and Senator 
Curtis of Nebraska have been talking of apply- 
ing anti-trust laws to labor, apparently because 
James Hoffa has threatened to weld the Team- 
sters inté one giant union-of all transport 
workers. The two Republicans also speak of 
new laws to outlaw picket-ine violence, restrict 
use of union funds in politics, curb secondary 
boycotts, abolish compulsory union membership, 
and impose rules for democratic procedures on 
unions 


Some of these proposals would mean a drastic 
revision in national labor policy, and Congress 
has hesitated for 10 years even to revise the 
Taft-Hartley law. Some of the proposals are 
already law in part. Several have no bearing 
on what the McClellan inquiry has revealed. 
On the theory that the punishment should fit 
the crime, it is essential to understand the 
“crimes” disclosed by the Senate investigators. 


The first crime of labor racketeering is 
tyranny within unions. The rackete@rs have 
discarded free elections, ignored union laws, 
and used violence against union members to 
gain control. And it is this oppressive control 
of unions which permits, as Senator McClellan 
says, “a pattern of racketeer operations in 
which both workers and employers are ex- 
ploited.” 


Given ‘the advantage of this crime, the labor 
racketeers find it easier to shake down employ- 
ers in return for promises of industrial peace, 
or to sell out union members by secretly arrang- 
ing sub-standard contracts. 


Applying the anti-trust statutes to all of 
organized labor would not curb these activities; 
it would create difficulty for the vast majority 
of innocent unions along with the few guilty 
ones. After all, even so basic a labor weapon as 
the strike may be said to be in restraint of 
trade. That is why Congress wroté an exemption 
for labor into the 1914 Clayton Act and has fol- 
lowed the policy ever since. 

Similarly, abolishing the union shop, or im- 
posing “right-to-work” laws, would seriously 
weaken the entire AFL-CIO which, it should 
be noted, is trying to clean out labor racketeers 
and is strongly supporting the McClellan in- 
quiry. 

The fact is that much of the labor racketeer- 
ing touched on by the Senators is outlawed by 
federal anti-racketeering statutes. These make 
it a crimie to use extortion, robbery or violence 
in obstructing trade. The problem is to develop 
sufficient evidence under these laws to prose- 
cute the racketeers. 

The anti-racketeering law was written to pro- 
tect the public and employers. The Taft-Hartley 
Act and the Wagner Act before it were written 
to prescribe bargaining rules as between em- 
ployers and employes. But one thing the Mc- 
Clellan inquiry shows is that there is little law 
to protect unions and their members from the 
corrupt and undemocratic procedures by which 
hoodlums come to power. Neither a collusive 
eontract nor a rigged election is an unfair 
labor practice. 

Among the Goldwater-Curtis proposals, there 
is an obvious need for better reporting of union 
finances. And Senator Douglas of Illinois has 
long proposed a bill for reporting of employe 
welfare funds. Such measures would make it 
difficult for the racketeer to stick his fingers 
in the till without giving himself away. 

Congress may also wish to consider writing 
some ground rules for democratic processes 
within unions, and for publication of contracts, 
and other measures to give the union members 
better control over their destinies. So far Con- 
gress has regarded such matters as purely union 
business, while the AFL-CIO is trying to en- 
“force a code of ethics. It would be better if 
labor, rather than Congress, did the necessary 
housecleaning, but it begins to appear that labor 
cannot do the job alone. 

In any ease the first legislative consideration 
should be to’curb the racketeers, not to curb 
all labor. For the majérity of clean unions and 
their members are allies of the public in the 
struggle against labor racketeering. 
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Note on Fallout 

If housewives were organized in an aggressive 
union, husbands probably would be faced by a 
demand for higher wages in view of the. infor 
mation put out by what the United Press calls 
“a national home furnishings care organization.”

The perennial natural gas grab seems to be 
dead for this year, and gas consumers can relax 
somewhat until 1958. This good word comes 
from Speaker Sam Rayburn of Texas, a cham- 
pion of the gas bill.

The artificiality of the Communist 
Empire shows up prominently perhaps 
in fiercely proud Poland. 

Unhappy, restless Poland today bears 
the labels “Communist” and “satellite,” 
but a visit to this country which is 95 
per cent Catholic shows how thin the 
Red veneer is. 

Poland is angry with Russia and 
Communism but at the same time the 
horrible memories of Nazi brutalities 
remain. The Poles have been caught in 
a historic dilemma—caught between 
two great powers, Germany and Russia. 
After World War II they were swept 
willy-nilly into the Russian orbit. 

The dilemma has been compounded 
since the war. The victorious Russians 
seized eastern Poland, annexing nearly 
one half of prewar Poland, including 
her beloved city of Lwov (pronounced 
L’vuff). ; 

As “compénsation,” Poland’s borders 
were pushed westward at Germany's 
expense. She received a slice of Ger- 
many’s eastern terri whose area 
somewhat more than half 
ost to Russia.

New One for Book. 


The real reason for abandon- 
ing the bill at this session is 
because the Speaker made a 
count of noses in the House and 
found that he was short of 
enough votes to put it over. 

His excuse publicly, however, 
was that, because of the long 
session, members of.the House 
are too “unstrung” to tackle 
such a comtroversial measure. 
That’s a new one for the book. 

Everything had been all set 
to jam the bill through. It had 
been approved some time ago 
by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee and had the green 
light from the powerful Rules 
Committee to go to the floor. 
Rayburn, you may remember, 
had some trouble in getting the 
House to swallow the bill in 
the last Congress. He had to 
take the floor himself, which 
a Speaker seldom does, and 
cast in the balance his prestige 
and the influence he wields. He 
turned the trick by a mere 
handful of votes. But he knew 
he had been through an ordeal. 


Spoiled by a Veto. 


Victory for the measure was 
much easier for Johnson in the 
Senate. Then, presto, his tri- 
umph and that of Rayburn was 
spoiled by President Eisen- 
hower’s veto. The President 
blamed his veto on the “arro- 
gance” of the oil and gas lobby 
and not the bill's principle, 
which he said he favored and 
still does. 

The strategy of the Demo- 
cratic leadership was to push 
the bill through again at this 
session and get it out of the 


basis — that President Eisen- 
hower can also be saddled with 
the blame and thus take some 
of the curse off of the Demo- 
cratic party, or at least confuse 
the voters. 


Backed by President. 


They feel sure that the Presi- 
dent will sign the bill if Con- 
gress passes it next session, He 
has done about everything for 
the measure in this session that 
any President could be expected 
to do—far more, for example, 
that he did for the school con- 
struction bill, which the House 
killed. He endorsed the gas 
bill first in his budget message 
to Congress, asking only that 
the consumer be protected. 


A few weeks ago, during pub- 
lic hearings by the House 
Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, an Administration official 
submitted on behalf of the 
President two amendments de 
signed to protect the consumer. 

The oil and gas industry 
set up a great howl of pre- 
test, whereupon the President 
promptly backed down in a let- 
ter to the committee saying he 
was not really insisting on these 
amendments, but that enact. 
ment of the bill was the essen- 
tial thing. Naturally, the amend- 
ments were eliminated pronto, 
and the bill was approved with- 
out them. 


Money Speaks—and How. 


We might take some encour- 
agement from abandonment of 
the bill for this session, though 


very cautious encouragement. 
Maybe the constant fight by | 
consumer interests has had 
some effect. 

We can’t be too optimistic be- | 
cause of the tremendous power 
that oi] exerts in each party 
through its campaign contribu- 
tions. Not in recent years has 
it lost a fight in Congress. Up 
to now its money and its influ- 
ence have spoken far louder 
than the consumer and taxpayer. 

But we might as well enjoy 
this respite while it lasts—and 
kéep our fingers crossed.

It is not expected, however, 
that Bulganin will be demotéd 
quite as far as the “anti-party” 
group thrown off the Presidium 
in July—former Prime Minister 
Georgi M. Malenkov, former 
Foreign Ministers Vyacheslav 
M. Molotov and Dmitri T. 


Shepilov, and former First 
Deputy Premier Lazar M. 
Kaganovitch. 


May Stay on Committee. 

They were dropped not only 
from the Presidium but from 
| the Central Committee of the 
Communist party as well. The 
belief is that Bulganin will 
still be allowed te retain his 
seat on the Central Committee. 

Rumors of Bulganin’s demo- 
tion have been current ever 
since Khrushchev went off alone 
to see Yugoslav President Josip 
(Tito) Broz three weeks ago. 
Then came the East German 
visit in which Bulganin was 
again left home and Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan 
took his place. Mikoyan is now 
regarded as the probable suc- 
cessor to Bulganin as Prime 
Minister when the shake-up 
comes. 

Abetting these rumors has 
been the almost contemptuous 
way in which the Soviet press 
has dismissed Bulganin with 
scarcely a word. It seems cer- 
|'tain that the recent insulting 
| photograph of tte Marshal 
\with Khrushchev which ap- 
| peared in Moscow was used de- 
liberately to let the public 
know Bulganin has had it. 
| This photograph shows him 
‘and Khrushchev in profile, 
| with the latter’s hand stretched 
out and pointing in such a way 
as to obscure all of Bulganin’s 
face, thus giving the effect of 
Khrushchev pointing to Bul- 
ganin’s goatee.

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SIGNS RED CHINA 
WANTS 10 BOOST 
TRADE WITH WEST 


By JOHN RODERICK 

HONG KONG, Aug. 15 (AP) 
—Red China,, which never 
makes a move without calculat- 
ing long-term political advan- 
tages, is dangling the lure of 
increased trade under the noses 
of Western business men. 

At the same time Britain, 
Japan, France, West Germany 
and other non-Communist coun- 
tries are trying to eliminate 
some of the restrictions on) 
China trade imposed by the) 
_Korean war embargo. | 

There seems no doubt the | 
Chinese will expand trade re- | 
lations with the non-Communist | 
camp. But Russia and its east- 
ern European satellites are al- 

most certain to continue to com- 
mand a lion’s share of what Red | 
China produces at home and | 
buys abroad. 

Today, a scant eight years 
after Chinese leader Mao Tse- 
tung swept to power on the 
mainiand, the Soviet bloc gets 
75 per cent of all China’s for- | 
eign trade. 

If there is to be any signifi- 
eant change in this economic 
alliance, it will be for one of 
two practical reasons: the So-| 
viet Union and its friends are | 
unable to supply all China's | 
needs, or it would be politically | 
profitable for China to divert | 
some of its trade to the West. 

Russia’s Problem. 

Western economists question 
whether Russia can long con- 
tinue to build up its own inter- 
nal economy while helping con- 
struct “a working industrial 
apparatus for Red China’s 600,- | 
000,000 people. 

There are clear signs that 
China itself is impatient with 
the slow rate of its industrial | 
growth and to speed it up would 
like to obtain more of the ma- | 
chinery and equipment than it | 
now gets from Russia. 

The present embargo con- 
trols imposed on both’ China 
and the Soviet Union are not) 
regarded as being particularly 
damaging economically either 
to the Communists or to the 
United States. | 

But the effect on the Asian | 
nations which once relied heav- | 
ily on trade with the China | 

mainland has been sharply felt. 
The chief of these is Japan, 
which before the war devoted | 
20 per cent of its total foreign | 
trade to exchanges with China. | 
In 1954, this figure had 
Crmpeed to about 1 per cent. 

e Japanese have goods and | 
machinery useful to the Chinese 
industrialization program. China | 
can furnish coal to Japan. And | 
in building up a mutually prof- | 
itable trade, the Chinese will | 
count on obtaining a degree of 
Japanese dependence which | 
does not now exist. 

In this way Peiping would 
seek to lure Japan from Ameri- 
ean influence and dissuade it 
from plans to expand culturally | 
and economically in Southeast | 
Asia. | 

. The Stick and the Lure. 

Red China is applying both | 
the stick and the lure. When | 
Premier Chou En-lai in July | 
bitterly assailed Premier No-| 
busuke Kishi for being “hostile” | 
to China and too friendly with | 
Washington, it is likely he | 
hoped to weaken Kishi politi- | 
cally at home. The out-of-power | 
Socialists in Japan are far more | 
likely to help Chinese aspira- | 
tions than is the present gov- 
ernment. 

Meanwhile, it is unlikely | 
there will be quick improve- 
ment in China's trade with the 
West. China is particularly 
short of foreign.exchange or 
the means to obtain it. Floods. 
drouth and typhoon in 1956 | 
breught near ruin to its great 
grain export crop, on which it | 
relies for the hard cash needed | 
to buy industrial plants and | 
equipment. | 

As an idication of the sever- 
ity of the blow, only 780 000 | 
tons of grain will be exported | 
this year, contrasted to the peak | 
1,320,000 tons of last year. 

Under these circumstances, | 
China can do little more than | 
trim its economic sails and | 
hope that a rich harvest will | 
carry it through the economic 
squalls which threaten. 

May Turn Toward West. 

Eventually, with the loosen- 
ing of trade restrictions, it 

seems likely China will ‘i

West for the goods it needs. In 
this way, among other things, it 
could achieve greater independ- 
ence from the Soviet Union. 
There have been reports the

new capitalist markets. | 

Travelers from the mainland | 
also say tthere is some dissat- 
isfaction with the high prices 
and relatively harsh terms of | 
the Chinese-Soviet trade pacts. |

banks. The Red Cross, without 


| giving figures, says that this is 


considerably higher than the 
rest of the population. The 
Spectator, weekly prison news- 
paper, made the survey. 

Prison inmates in the United 
States and Canada, donated 58,- 
555 pints of blood to the blood 


| donor program between July 1, 


1956, and June 30, this year. 
“Prisoners are the most faithe 
ful donors,” says the Red Cross. 
Missouri Prisoners Lead Iist. 
The survey shows the 1956- 
57 volume champions to be the 


| 3272 inmates of Jefferson City's 


Missouri’ state penitentiary. 
They gave 6516 pints to the 
midwestern area 
donor program. That is more 
than two pints per prisoner per 
year. 

That area, with headquarters 
in St. Louis, led the National 
Red Cross Areas with 22,001 
pints from regional prisons. 

The nation’s second highest 
prison donor total came from 
Southern Michigan prison 


| where 3924 pints were given by 
| the 5922 inmates of the world’s 


largest prison. 

Young inmates from the Ohio 
State Reformatory at Mansfield, 
Q., won third place honors with 
3032 pints. The reformatory 
population is 2924. 

Inmates in Canada’s federal 


an Red Cross society 5468 pints. 
Women prisoners also make 


: | their contributions to the donor 


program. Inmates of the Tay- 
cheedah women’s prison in Wis- 
consin gave 48 pints. 

Gordon Fuller, director of in- 
dividual treatment at Southern 
Michigan prison, had this ex- 
planation for the enthusiasm of 
prison inmates in donating 
blood: 

“The opportunity to perform 
a community service, in the 
form of blood donations, pro- 


| vides these men with a feeling

that they are still a part of 
society. 

“You can’t prepare a man for 
a place in the community when 
he is being deprived from par- 
ticipating in the good works of 
that society. Being a blood 
donor helps prison inmates feel 
| that they still ‘belong’.’ 

In some prisons donors are 


‘rewarded with entertainment 


| programs, 


movies and stage 
shows for their support of the 
program. 

Some states give donors five 
days extra “good time” as a 
remission of sentence. In other 
prisons there is no incentive, 
other than a feeling of having 
helped. 

Dr. Gordon D. Bell, medical 
director of the Wilkes-Barre 
(Pa.) regional Red Cross blood 
center, says: 

“Some 1,350,000 people de- 
pend on the Wilkes-Barre cen- 
ter for needed blood, donated 
by prisoners of the Lewisburg 


| federal penitentiary.” 


Area and regional] directors 
across the country agree that 
a constant flow to blood banks 
might otherwise be depleted 


_were it not for the donors in- 
side prison walls.

A Distance of Ground. 


éé HALL we hit a few 
§ no 4 wood shots to 
the next tee just for 
practice?” The question was 
asked within a foursome as 
the players left the seven- 
teenth green and started the 
long walk to 18 tee at Old 
Warson the other day. It was 
a qucry only partly in jest. 

This should give an idea of 
the wide open spaces involved 
in the golf course that will 
be the venue for the fifty- 
fifth Western Amateur cham- 
pionship here next week. 

The new. links leviathan, 
designed by Robert Trent 
Jones, is to get its first major 
test in the seven-day tourna- 
ment. Or maybe it should be 
said the players will get the 
test. There isn't any doubt 
about the course. 

From the blue markers, 
Old Warson measures 7115 
yards. It's only half a joke 
when somebody insinuates 
that a drive, to be struck by 
an ordinary golfing mortal, 
may. have difficulty getting 
clear of the longer tees. 

In more than one place the 
walking distance from a green 
to the next tee is part of the 
stamina-testing aspect of this 
layout covering 120° acres. 
One of these interim journeys 
is so inconvenient (from No. 
13 green to No. 14 tee) that 
a new hole is being con- 
structed just to remove the 
obnoxious walk. 


‘At another point, from No. 
12 green to No. 13 tee, there 
is a cable-car lift, called the 
Wabash Cannonball, because 
it rides on regulation railroad 
tracks. It serves to relieve 
the necessity of making a 
long, green-to-tee climb up a 
grade. It’s no plaything; peo- 
ple really use it. 

In fact, the spaces to be 
traversed while playing Old 
Warson are so tremendous 
that some members are con- 
vinced that automotive carts 
will become a necessity for 
the golfing enjoyment of most 
of their number. 


Flexible but Big. 

OR top tournament-play- 
F ing amateurs the course is 

not the same problem that 
it is for the eighty-shooter, 
who goes to Old Warson and 
finds it’s hard to break 100 
from the men’s tees. 

But it can be almost any 
kind of test for the low 
handicappers, depending on 
where the tee markers are 
located, where the pins are 
piaced on the large, many- 


position greens, and what the 
weather is. 


Memory still is fresh of 
our old friend Ed Furgol 
stopping off here for a prac- 
tice round late last winter. 
He was bronzed and strong 
from his travels on the tour. 
Sweatered against the winds, 
he whaled the ball for all he 
was worth, but still was un- 
able to get home in two on 
some of the longer par al s at 
Old Warson. 


Deep into the heat of mid- 


August, the course is much 
drier and faster than it was. 
then, of course, but it still 


will be a big task for the 
Western Amateur contenders 
here next week. 


“TI think a lot of the players 
will be surprised,” com- 
mented St. Louis’s former 
Walker Cupper, Jim Jackson. 
: This is the toughest golf 
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course the Western has been 
played on in many years.” 

That is all to the good. It 
has been indicated all along 
that Western officials won't 
try to rig the course so that 
it is too difficult. But the 
course is inherently big, and 
that means that it necessarily 
will respond best to the big 
hitters. 


“Power is a necessary req- 
uisite,”” commented another 
local player, Hord Hardin, as 
he tuned up here after a 
venture at Chicago's Tam 
O’Shanter a couple of weeks 
ago.

“The back nine is two 
strokes tougher than the 
front,” said Dutch.

LOT of outdoor cooks, 
feeling they have mastered 
the technique of incinerat- 

ing steaks and calcinating help- 
less hamburgers on an ordinary 
grill, have traded the old job 
in for a fancy one with an 
electric spit and are looking 
forward to culinary arson on a 
somewhat grander scale. 
Behind them are such child- 
ish things as barbecued ribs 
and burned pork chops. They 
want to cook whole chickens, 
legs of lamb and rolled roasts. 


We had had a number of 
requests for instruction in the 
preparation and techniques in 
the cooking of things like that 
on a spit, but before ‘we pro- 
ceed we are assuming that the 
owner of the new spit has read 
the book of instructions care- 
fully, and is familiar with the 
mechanics of spit cooking. Spit 
barbecuing, they doubtless have 
been assured by the man who 
sold them the gadget, is as 
simple as ABC. And so it is. 
Even simpler than ordinary 
grill cooking because it doesn’t 
require near the attention. Pro- 
viding you know what you are 
doing. 

Ome way for a beginner to 
be pretty sure what he is doing 
is to get a barbecue thermo- 
meter, especially if he is going 
in for whole legs of lamb, large 
birds or big roasts. It should 
be stuck in the meat at an 
angle, but not touching the 
bene and not in fat.

Flatten the wings against the 
body and tie each bird with 
heavy twine, looping it around 
the body several times to hold 
the wings. Tie the legs and tail 
together. When you put them 
on the rod, hold them in place 
with the spit forks. 


But first, sprinkle the body 
cavity well with salt and a 
little pepper. Then brush them 
ali over with cooking oil. Some 
people sprinkle them with 
paprika, which gives them a 
little flavor and an appetizing 
color. 

As the birds cook, brush them 
with pan drippings, or melted 
butter or, if you like, a barbe- 
cue sauce. Or, if you want some- 
thing different, brush tie birds 
during the last 10 minutes of 
cooking with a fruit glaze. A 
good one is made by combining 
a half eup of frozen pineapple 
juice concentrate (thawed first, 
of course), three tablespoons of 
wine vinegar, a fourth of a cup 
of water, a third of a cup of 
brown sugar and a teaspoon of 
ginger. Heat it in a saucepan 
until the sugar dissolves. 


While the meat is cooking the 
barbecue thermometer should 
register 190 degrees, and they 
should cook about 20 minutes 
per pound, or a total of 40 to 
70 minutes, depending on size.

N THE average, less than one reader in 1000 writes in 
0 for information about leprosy. It is human to be in- 

tensely interested only in what you or your family 
suffer from. We all know that leprosy-is not a common ail- 
ment. For purposes of enlightenment, if for nothing else, 
I am going to devote today’s space to a letter I have just 
received from the Department of Health in Hawaii. It was 
written by Ira D. Hirschy, M.D., Director, Division of 
Hansen's Disease (Leprosy). 

“In the past months many large-circulation syndicates 
have published both fiction and nonfiction which used‘ the 
following cliches: “He treated me as if I had leprosy”—

Occasional novels or short stories with 
plots based on inaccurate, sensational concepts of the 
disease also keep alive the stigma still directed at present 
or former patients.

NEW YORK. 

HAVE HAD several letters 

asking me if I was not upset 

by the decision of one of my 
grandsons, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt III, to go to Yale instead 
of Harvard, There seems to be 
a feeling that because his grand- 
father and his father went to 
Harvard, a tradition was estab- 
listed which must not be broken. 
I have no feeling of this kind 
and I am quite sure my hus- 
band would not have had such 
a feeling. 

A ‘young man planning his 
eareer must decide for himself 
where he thinks he can get the 
type of education he is anxious 
to receive. In this case, I under- 
stand that my grandson spent a 
weekend both at Harvard and 
at Yale. 

He wishes an education as an 
electrical engineer and he made 
the decision to go to Yale. 
Whether this is a wise decision 
is not my business.

I AM SURE he consulted his 
peeens, and they probably gave 

m the benefit of their best 
advice. But I am sure his deci- 
sion was not based on any feel- 
ing that you must obtain your 
education in one particular 
place because that is the tradi- 
tion of the male side of your 
family for two generations. 

I hope that, having made his 
choice, he will make the best 
possible use of the opportuni- 
ties offered him by a great 
university. 

The inquiries on this matter 
give me an opportunity to an- 
swer some related questions 
which are brought up occasion- 
ally. 

I sometimes have found both 
men and women feel they have 
a right to advise their children 
strongly, not only on where 
they shall obtain higher educa- 
tion but also on the type of 


education or profession they 
should engage in. 

Often when a young man or 
woman expresses a desire to 
enter into some particular kind 
of work, efforts are made by 
other members of the family to 
bring about a different deci- 
sion.

I THINK it is entirely 
natural for parents to wish to 
see a business or profession, 
into which they have put many 
years of their own lives, 
carried on by a son or daugh- 
ter. Yet if there ig a strong 
feeling against it on the part 
of the younger member-of the 
family, I cannot feel that it is 
right for the parents to force 
the child’s decision into cer- 
tain channels. 

Sometimes a youngster will 
follow his own bent for a short 
time and later decide that what 
his parents wanted actually 
meets his own desires more 
closely than that which he has 
been trying to develop for him- 
self. But this only comes 
about when freedom of choice 
has been allowed in the first 
place. 


Such a change of decision is 
usually the result of experi- 
ence—not always happy experi- 
ence—but it is. better to go 
through it than to be forced

Radiator-Under-the- Window Problem 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


LL the curtains in the room 
A necan't be sill length just 
»™because one window has a 
radiator under it. Floor length 
curtains can be used for all 
the windows if 
designing is. done for the 
trouble-maker, as the sketch 
Suggest in answer to a question 
from Mrs. J. S.. 

“The radiator cover under 
the window isn’t too objec- 
tionable looking, but it cer- 
tainly stops curtains short unless 
they are hung far enough for- 
ward to hide it. Can the rest of 
the curtains be long while this 
pair is sill length, or must all 
of them be short?” 


First paint the radiator cover 
the color of the curtains, Mrs. 
J. Then use a rod that’s much 
wider than the window, wide 
enough so that generous widths 
of curtain can hang to the floor 
on both sides of the radiator. 

A rod which projects forward 
a little more than usual conceals 
part of the radiator depth, then 
the matching of the cover tothe 
curtains blends it in to look as 
inconspicuous as possible. 


Be sure to give the curtains 
extra fullness, which also helps 
the final effect.
